Under this system the chief of "po- 


lice, chief of fire department and the 
presidents of the board or public 
affairs, and the police and fire obard, 
which is constituted the same as 
beard of public aflars, except that its 
members serve without salary, always 
go to the party of the mayor's poli- 
tico The assistants, chiefs and vice- 
presidents are given to the opposite 
party. The police and firemen are 
about equally divided between the 
parties. 
The defect in the system is 


that the mayor does not always ap- 
point good, straight men from the 
opposition.

tire discusskn so as to leave no 
feature unanswered cornea from W. 
F. Tobey, manager of the Hamilton 
Republican-News, a very prosperous

paper, really exceptional for tbe abil- 
ity with which it is conducted. We 
believe Mr. Toby's letter is 
the 


strongest warning that could be con- 
veyed to us of ;the danger that 
threatens us in the charter, because, 
while he confesses that he in favor of 
such a form of government, 
he 


frankly and convincingly shows its 
failure and its danger. 
The Hamil- 


ton charter was devised especially to 
give the Republicans and the 'anti- 
ring democrats control, but it failed 
ignominiously in this as well as- in 
its professed purpose, and Boss Pete 
Schwab is still running the town. 


Dear 
Sir:—Your letter came to 


hand, and in reply I beg to'statethat 
I believe that the principle of the 
new charter of Hamilton is all right, 
but'I dc think it is wrong to vest in 
any one man the power of appointing 
members of that board. 
The oppor- 


tunity to create a political machine 
is too great, and it would take an ex- 
traordinary man.'such a man as you 
very rarely find in politics today, who 
would not seize this opportunity to 
build up a political machine fcr his 
own self-aggrandizement and for the 
benefit of hirrself and friends. 
The 


members of your board should be 
elected in the start by the people at 
large, and if they fail to select com- 
petent men then the fault lies with 
themselves. 
We believe, however, 


that the_j terms of service are. too 
long, for if the majority the board 
become corrupt and are not faithful 
to the trust reposed in them, it re- 
quires three years for the Hamilton 
charter to change the complexion o£ 
that board, 
each member being 


elected for a term of five years and 
only one member elected every year'J 
It seems to me that it ought to be 
possible to change the majority on 
such a board every year, because tbe 
further you get away from the people 
the greater danger there is in self- 
government."!! thoroughly believe in 
the concentration of power and of re- 
sponsibility, and, inasmuch as that is 
the controlling spirit of Hamilton's 
new charter bill, I approve of it to 
that exetent. 
Furthermore, as you 


ask me how the present board of 
control in this city is doing. I beg to 
advise you that the board is very un- 
popular at the present time. This is 
not the fault of the law. however, 
but it is due to the fact that the 
board has been made the footstool for 
a pernicious political gang; it has 
done no acts in itself that are cor- 
rupt and has been above the average 
government of late years in that re- 
spect, but it has allowed itself to be 
the means of furthering the upbuild- 
ing of [a political machine; its ap- 
pointments have been made to that 


end; Its every act has been so formu- 
lated as to contribute to that end. 


I am not familiar with the exact 


provisions of your law, but if the ap- 
pointing power rests solely in one 
man, 
it is a very dangerous under-

The Evolution of tbe Steamship. 
When it seemed that the limit had 


about been reached with wrought iron 
as tho 'main reliance of the designer, 
mild steel had been so perfected as to 
enable progress to be maintained. The 
large boilers necessary to withstand the 
high pressures and furnish the power 
for high speeds would have been im- 
possible but for mild steel, and the same 
thing is true of the moving parts of the 
engine.

THEIR DOCTORS USE IT. 
Relief SoGietpf Chicago EMors- 
v esPaines Celery Compound. 


As the people at large, and not the 


politicians or the "leading citizens" 
alone, are interested in the govern- 
ment of their city, it is well to con- 
sider what rights they surrender, 
_.0h«hly for all time, and what few 


are so generously reserved to 


those who originated and 


are endeavoring to adopt the new 
ciiarter. 


There never wan a scheme more 


cancingly devised to entirely Ignore 
the people and to deprive them of 
every tight of self-government. 
It gl ves to the board of public 
affairs, a triumvirate appointed by 
a county officer (who may be a non- 
resident of the city) and which is ac- 
countable to no person or body, abso- 
lute aud unlimited control of every 
branch of the city government. 
It 


is said that the 
members of the 


board can be removed, but that can 
only be done by a two-thirds vote of 
the council. Would that ever 
be 


done? There is not an officer in this 
country, from president down, who 
cannot in some way, be impeached or 
removed for cause, but how often is 
this done? "Hardly ever. "JThe peo- 
ple are the only power that can con- 
trol or punish their incompetent or 
corrupt servants, and in this case 
they are powerless. This board.is to 
be omnipotent and omnipresent. 
It 


controls absolutely the police, the 
streets, alleys, 
parks, 
cemeteries, 


wharfs, lights, water- works, fire and 
health departments, and all manner 
of improvements and sale or pur chase 
ot property. 
' All this vast and complicated ma_- 
ci/nery is to be worked by three men, 
good, bad or indifferent. 


There cannot be experts enough 


in the triumvirate to know even a 
little about everything. It is almost 
amusing to observe with what 'in- 
genuity the people are deprived of all 
real or substantial share in the con- 
trol of city affairs. 


What officer does the charter per- 


mit the citizens to elect? Not one 
who can control a man or turn a 
wheel. 
They are permitted to vote 


for three officers: The mayor, a fig- 
urehead only, with $300 salary and 
little or no power or authority; the 
police judge, a strictly judicial officer, 
who has no voice whatever in affairs; 
the treasurer, the custodian of some 
of the city funds. 


The office of city marshal is abol- 


ished and the chief of police is ap- 
pointed by the board, as are also the 
city solicitor, civil engineer, police 
force, etc. 


The police force and engineer are 


appointed and serve at the pleasure 
of the board and will be permanent 
officers. 


It is said that the council is, a 


"check" on the board. 
How? 


Are any appointments made by and 


with consent of council? 


In the council (fihe 
only 
body 


elected by the people, except 
the 


board of education) consulted, or has 
it any voice or power whatever in the 
vast concerns and affairs of the city? 
None whatever. Everything except 
the schools are absolutely and unre- 
servedly in the bands of .the triumvir- 
ate appointed by one man. 


It is true the council fix, within' 


certain limits, the rate o? taxation, 
but it has nothing to say either orig- 
inally or subsequently as a check in 
the expenditure thereof by the board. 
And for fear that by some fortunate 
construction of 
the 
charter, 
the 


council, elected by the.people, should 
have some power left it, the charter 
specifically prohibits the council in 
section 1307, f. 23, from passing any 
ordinance for any improvment what- 
ever, or granting any use of a street or 
highway for supplying gas or water 
w for any purpose, or purchasing or 
selling real estate, or for settling any

As 
to the economy of it: That is all 
talk. It abolishes three boards, one 
only of which has a salary (the water 
works board) of 8225.00. 
Some of 


the salaries are to be fixed after wards. 
Those fixed by the charter are higher 
than at present and are good exam- 
ples of what all will be. 


For instance, the mayor's salary is 


now 8600, and the salaries of the 
mayor and police judge, who will per- 
form the present duties of the mayor 
are, under the charter, $1,300.

She gave the 
Blade a job of printing ''some cards 
and tickets purporting to be for a 
raffle in the interests of the Holy 
Redeemer church. She was going to 
have five hundred tickets printed and 
was going to sell them for ten cents 
each. In a little prospectus she had 
issued, she advertised prizes to the 
amount of $150 in gold, some prizes 
being 50 cents in gold and some 31.50 
in gold. How she was going to give 
8150 in prizes and only sell 850 worth 
of tickets was not plain and the 
sleuths at the Blade office telephoned 
Mayor Glidden. The latter notified 
Rev. Father McGuirk and he at once 
denounced the girl as a imposter. She 
was brought to the mayor's office and 
questioned. 


Miss Spiller declared she was in no 


cent. She claimed two Columbus and 
two Cincinnati girls were in on the 
deal with her, and that she was 
going to give all the money she made 
to the church. The Mayor caught 
her point blank in several stories. It 
also developed that she had advertised 
in local papers for agents, promising 
them from 98 to $18 per week. These 
agents were to sell the tickets which 
the young woman had had printed. 


The whole thing was apparently 


deep laid plan to swindle people 
Whether or not the girl had ever en 
gaged in the business before, th 
authorities do not know.

housekeeper for a Father Redmond 
at Paris, Ky., and said.she sent a gir 
named Brown to Paris. It is said 
tha.t there is no such man as Fathe 
Bedmond and that the girl was ex 
peeling to make some money out o 
the scheme. 


No charge were filed against the 


girl, and the Mayor decided to leave 
ber case to her church, she belonglnj 
to the St. Mary's Catholic church. I 
is said the girl is not reponsitle fo 
ber acts.
